himself for his own living. 


Rental of houses cannot exceed 


7 per cent annually of the assessed 
valuation of the house for taxation 
purposes. This 7 per cent includes all 
taxes to be paid. If the owner refuses 
to accept tb,is payment, the renter can 
pay 'the rent to the treasury of the 
state. 
>The payment of deposits or bonds 


connection with rental contracts Is 


strictly prohibited 
It is also pro- 


hibited 
for the tenant to pay any 


bonus whatsoever besides the rental 
established by law. 


The law also provides that in rent- 


ing a house th"e rental contract must 
be accompanied by a certificate show- 
ing the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty and also that the taxes have been 
paid to date. 


All repairs to keep the house in a 


habital condition must be paid by the 
owner. 


Landlords must keep their houses 


occupied and the law provides that 
any landlord who keeps his house un- 
occupied, even tho covered by a con- 
tract will be fined the equivalent in 
TJ. S. currency from" $5 to $250.

?everal conditions. 


The pain in the chest might be the result of pres- 


sure due to gas formation in the stomach. This may 
seem strange, but on thinking it over you will see why 
a distended stomach may cause pressure on the dia- 
phragm and interfere with free lung action. This in 
turn might be described as a "pain in the chest." 


This, symptom, too, might be due to muscle strain and have nothing to

tests, examination of the urine and a 
thorough going-over of the organs or 
your body will determine what Is wrong. 


When you describe your condition, 
state what you think sis wrong. 
Give 


such information aa will assist the doc- 
. tor to get at the real cause of your 
disability. Don't be discouraged if you 
get little satisfaction out of a. diagnosis 
oase<l on a single symptom. "One swal- 
low does not make a summer!" and one 
symptom does not lead to an unerring 
decision as to the state of your health- 


Ask the chief mechanic in the nearest 
garage If he can tell what is wrong with 
a car by a single sign. He will say It 
may give him a suspicion, but that he 
cannot decide without examining the 
machinery. 


Certainly, you want your body to have 


care equal to that given an automobile. 
Every once in a while have a thorough 
physical examination: yes, even though 
you are not sick. And when you aren't 
as well as you wish you were, have a 
thorough "going ox-or" to discover pre- 
cisely what is wrong.

He will rec- 
ommend the installation of an ap- 
paratus to cost $250. 
The member 


from Custer has made arrangements 
for disposal of the outfit as salvage 
for $125 when legislators have de- 
parted and there is no further need 
of loud 
mechanical speakers. 
Mr. 


Lundy said Friday that installation 
will not require more than a day and 
that if the house passes favorably on 
his recommendation, the thing should 
be in working order by Wednesday. 
- The 
electric amplifier 
or loud 


speaker may be regulated or adjusted 
so as to give to the human voice ten 
times the natural force. When they 
heard of this, some of the older mem- 
bers shuddered. Deep chested, heavy 
voiced orators may not require the 
services ot the mechanism. In such 
cases, the thing may be adjusted so 
'as not to increase the carrying power 


beyond the normal. 


One interesting event of the legis-

His appeal automatically suspends his 
sentence, but his attorneys filed a 
formal application for suspension until 
the case can be reviewed and decided 
by the higher court.

j gree murder committed May 14, 1922 
" A jury returned a verdict of guilty 
October 15 and fixed the penalty at 
death by electrocution- In such cases 
tho jury has power to impose a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment or death.

Simmons admitted having hired Pahl 
to drive him in a car into the country 
to meet two bootleggers in regard to 
the proposed sale of a large Quantity 
of intoxicants.

"The undergraduate has no regard

"With the alumni the situation is

He shoulii 
have complete control of all sports anil 
should pick the coaches and trainers.
